Ville, Ont., being second, 

Toronto, July 23—Taking the high- 
est score in the first and second stag- 
es oi the King’s prize has by no means 
won the coveted trophy. The Canad- 
jane have yet a good chance to Jiit 
it. The record ecore in this compe- 
tition is 326, made last year by Pte. 
J. Grey, Fifth Battalion of Scottish 
Rifles. This score can be equalled or 
exceeded by Sergt, Major Huggins, 
Hamilton, or Corp. D Motnnis, Kd- 
monton, if they can make 135 points 
or more, out of a possible 155 at three 
ranges, 800, 900 and 1,000 yards. Sergt. 
Blackburn, of Wpnnipeg, meeds tp 
make 136 points aud Color Sergeant 
Freeborn and Lt. Morris must make 
137 points to equal last year’s win- 
ning «core. However, under adverse 
atmospheric conditions it is quite 
possible the winning score will be 
less than the record and should the 
weather be ‘bad the QOanadians will 
e handicapped ‘by unfamiliar utmos- 
phervic' conditions. 

Bisley, July 24—Great crowds lined 
the butts today at the opening of the 
finul stages of the meeting and of 
the shots for the King’s prize, the 
Bt. George’s and other famous tro- 
pries. 

The final stage of the King’s prize 
consists of ten shots each at 800, 900 
and 1,000 yards, and although the 
leading Canadians were four or five 
points behind the leaders in the ag- 
gregate of the two first stages it is 
north noting that no man leading in 
the two first stages has yet tarned 
out a King’s prize man. The aggre- 
gates o: the two first stages ere added 
to jthe scores at the three ranges to- 
day in the last stage, and the high- 
est combined total is the King’s prize 
winner, or in case of a tie there is a 
shoot-off, Possibles in the first stage 
total 106, in the second 50, and in the 
fast 150, or a grand total of 305, and 
thus it is evident that the last stage 
is the deciding factor. The ng’s 
prize itself is a sum of two hundred 
and fifty pounds sterling, donated by 
His Majesty, the.N. R.A. gold medal 


and the N. RB. A. gold badge. In ad- 
dition the N. R. A. adds money

If I were 
to tell this in the old country they 
would scarcely believe it. There 
turnips will sprout on the nizth day 
after seeding under favorable con- 
ditions,” 

Hon. W. H. Cushing, Minister cf 
Public Works: Mr. Cushing has re- 
cently returned from a tour of the 
©. N. R. line and stated that the 
crops are all well out in head and 
growing fine. Many fields of wheat 
will be harvested in five of six weeks. 
Growing conditions are almost periect 
and the farmers ary jubilant over the 
prospects. 

F. A. Walker, M. P. P.: “I have 
driven many miles through the coun- 
try in the Fort Saskatchewan district 
and everywhere I can report that the 
growth of the standing grain has been 
wonderful. The crops ere away 
ahead of last year and I never saw 
them looking better.” 

D. W. Warner, Clover Bar: ‘BSev- 
eral fields of fall wheat in the Clover 
Bar district are turning yellow and 
are on the home stretch for harvest- 
ing. All the grain is headed out and 
has an almost ideal growth. Th2 
abundant moisture and alternate days 
of hof weather has taken the crops 
out of the stage of backwardness and 
placed them ar far ahead as can be 
looked for at this season of the year.’

P, E. Lessard, M.P.P.: Mr. Lessard 
has returned from ‘a two week's trip 
on the north gide of the Saskatchewan 
irom Edmonton to Moose Lake, He 
declares that the crops all through 
the Pakan country are ahead of any 
thing in the Edmonton district.

A great 
deal of the crop is on new land and 
this. along with the lighter soil and 
just sufficient of rain hae giyen the 
grain a most rapid growth. Barley 
and winter rye will be harvested wita- 
in a period of two weeks and the 
wheat is practically safe. Mr. Les- 
sard soys that the farmers are con 
fident of a most profitable harvest 
this year. 

Geo. P. Smith, M.P.P: Speaking for 
the Camrose district, Mr. Smith said 
taht crop conditions have been very 
favorable wiih no signs of hail to 
speak of this season, The yield of 
the Camrose district will be much 
larger than last year and if the goo'l 
weather conditions continue the har- 
vest will open in a few weeks under 
the most favorable conditions. 

T. B. Henderson, chief provinoial 
weed inspector, was seen* by a Byl- 
letin representative on his return 
from a trip through southern Alberta. 
Iie said that on account of the 
copious moisture which the south 
has had during the past month, tne 
crops have come along in splendid 
shape. Spring wheat and oats are 
the principal crop and these are ex 
pected by the first of August, to be 
u week ahead of former years. The 
Medicine Hat district is looking par- 
ticularly well as the rain there has 
been most opportune, and there have 
been no warm winds to hasten the 
maturity of the grain, The crops in 
the Lethbridge and Taber distric:s 
were declared by Mr. Henderson to 
be better than in previous years due 
to the long days of sunshine and the 
quantity of rain that has fallen.

n rising to address the large at- 
tendance of club members, the zucst 
of the evening spoke of the benefits 
derived from the institution of Cana- 
dian clubs.

Selfishness is crowded cut 
and the members are made to ierl 
that the man desired is the man who 
makes living worth while for himself 
and others. The speaker showed 
that he has a peculiar interest ‘n Al- 
berta by reason of the part which he 
took as dairy commissioner, a decade 
ago, in building up the farming in- 
dustry in this province. As wm ix- 
ample of what was done then to make 
the province attractive for settlers, he 
told of how the farmers got cash for 
their butter and how the whole cut- 
put was only $29,248, while in 1909, 
with 561 creameries and eight cheese 
factories, the output is worth $542,- 
000. During the South African war, 
Professor Robertson secured a market 
for western oats and thus advanced 
another step in making the country 
attractive for settlers. 

“Everyone should listen to the ceil 
of the land.’ euid the professor, ‘“‘It 
ealis for a share of his time, thought 
and service. No man has a right to 
enter into this heritage without giv- 
ing his service in return, otherwise 
he dies a debtor. Ail should do 
what they can in making Canada a 
better land for homes. Our service 
is loyalty to the empire, because out 
weet we are just as loyal as the mon 
in the heart of old London, ere 
we are perhaps better able to shape 
the empire than they who are so ” ose 
to the throne, As the empire stand: 
for liberty and justice, we feel ‘hat 
we are a strong part of the empire, 
for that we have here, 

“As part of the empire, with the 
best blood of the empire in our? ‘ns, 
it is our duty to see that the empire 
holds ite place among the nations of 


the world. We have a great race 
game to play and man cannot yet 
afford to without arma. But the 


people who dominate in the race for 
supremacy are the people who hve 
homes like we in Canada, To per- 
petuate our heritage we muat pre- 
serve our forests, make the land pre 
ductive, not by ruining the ssi!, bur 
by taking off crops and leaving the 
soil richer eyery year. The plains 
are a great asset, end we must eee 
that they are a permanent asset. We 
must conserve our, resources, , 
instance, the weed pest should 
checked, or there will be abandoned 
homes before many years,” 
The Call of the Land. 

With this by way of an introdus 
tion, Professor Robertsun took up the 
subject of the call of the land. De 
pictured the position of Canada ae 
the great highway af the human race 
with an opportunity to dominate the 
race by our ideals. All the world 
was watching Canada, newspap't 
men, statesmen, financiers and all 
were looking to the deevlopment of 
Canada, 

“The gospel of the call of the land,” 
said the speaker, is to lift up the race 
and elevate our own as well as other 
lands, The first call is for recogni- 
tion. There should be no, hostilities 
between thé east and the !west, but 
all should be full of strenuous activ- 
ity. All those coming to our shores 
bring their excellencies with them, 
and what they want is a recogni jon 
of merit.” / 

“The land also calls for quality in 
character. We can best help the 
foreigner by having our own etand- 
ards high and lifting the foreigners 
to our own level. Quality is ac- 
quired by taking care of mother 
earth, by agriculture, the culture of 
the soil. 

“Protection for children is another 
call of the land, The land most 
blessed is where opportunities are 
given to children to grow and develop 
in mind and body. Human tife in 
the future will be dominated by the 
life now. The nieasure of greatness 
for any country is the opportunity 
for the children.” 

Mow the Farm Tells. 

The speaker, in concluding his ad- 
dress, quoted figures to show that of 
the $482,000,000 produced by farm 
crops in Canada last year, Alberta's 
share was only $14,500,000, This ws 
done to give Albertan’s a proper per- 
spective of what deevlopments await- 
ed them It was the products the 
soil that paid the bille for Canada, 
and of these 49 per cent. came direct 
ly from the farm. Figures were also 
given to show what intelligent agri- 
culture is doing for Canada {t was 
the agriculiural college which gave 
boys a knowledge of the intelligent 
principles of agriculture. The Mac- 
donald College stood for the kind «1 
education that shifts the emphasis 
from teaching letters to iraining men 
and women for daily activity. Re- 
cently Professor Robertson has © trr- 
duced manual! training into schools in 
the eastern provinces, so that 25,000 
boys are now getting the love of labor 
at the manual training desk. The 
college makes leaders in farming, 
home making and training children 

Throughont his address, the speak- 
er referred frequently to the good 
schoole in the west and said that it 


could scarcely be possible to have

“WESTERN” HOLD-UP 
ON EASTERN TRAIN 


Two Well Dressed Young Men Held 
Up Immigrants and Collected 
Their Valuables. 


New York, July 23.-—A hold-up, en- 
gineered in true old time western 
style occurred today on the Erie Rai!- 
road just outside or Patterson, N.J. 
Excepting that nobody was killed or 
injured, the affair smacked of those 
which tint the history of early days 
west of the Mississippi. Train No. 
47 known as the southern Limited, 
was the one involved, At 12.20 a.in. 
today it pulled out of Jersey City, ‘ts 
first step unless signalled to halt 
at Patterson, being Middleton, N.Y. 
The rear coach was occupied by first 
class passengers. Two in the fore- 
ward part of th train were crowded 
with immigrants «i! ranoeent of any 
knowledge of ‘English. They had 
thir littile individual hoards with 
them and their tickets for the west, 
where they were to obtain work. 
The train had just emerged from the 
Bergen Tunnel when a nattily dressed 
young man entered the second im- 
migrant car, walked down the aisle 
and shouted something in English. 
As he yelled, another young man, al- 
so very well dressed, swung the rear 
door open, slammed it shut and stood 
With a revolver covering all in the 
ear. The first comer also drew 4 
revolver and succeeded with gesticu- 
lations in making the victims under- 
stand they must give up what money 
or valuables they had. Coolly and 
swiftly the first comer went down «..2 
aisle, getting a watch here and tick- 
ets there and money in some others, 
The immigrants, dazed with fear, 
failed to give the alarm when the 
young men burst into the forward 
ear and managed to reach half of 
its occupants before the train began 
to slow down as it neared Paterson. 
When the train was nearing the sta- 
tion the two men eoolld walked to 
the platform, jumped eff and disap 
peared in the darkness. It was not 
until Paterson had been left some 
miles behind that the crew became 
aware of the daring robbery, They 
eould not understand the wild chat- 
tering of the victums and could no*, 
fathom the meaning of the frantic 
gestures. But finally several of the 
immigrants managed in a few crude 
English words to convey to the crew 
the news, When Middleton was 
reached the telegraph and telephone 
wires were made busy by the authori- 
ties. No trace of the two robbers 
could be found, Even the description 
furnished of them is meagre. All the 
victims were young, very well dress- 
ed, clean-shaven and very quiet and 
business-like in their operations,

LAST RESPECTS 


Immense Throng Attended Funeral 
Services of Late Member For 
Strathcona. 


Yesterday afternoon, scarcely mote 
than a week since his figure was a 
familiar one im the streets of Strath- 
cona, the remains of Dr. Wilbert Me- 
Intyre, M.P., were laid to reat in the 
Strathcona cemetery, and as the sun 
was sinking in the west, the mourn 
ers for a last time gazed wpon the 
casket that contained all that was 
mortal of their friend. After the ser- 
vices at the house and church, a 
large cortege acomparied the remains 
to the beautifully situated cemetery 
on the apex of a hill a mile sovth 
of Starthoona, where the short but al 
service browght to a conclusion an 
afternoon of mourning among the 
residents of the southern city, 

The funeral was probably the larg- 
eat and most representative ever seen 
in Northern Alberta, Not alone from 
all parts of the constituency but from 
ail parts of the provinee, sequaint- 
ances of the late member gathered 
pay a last tribute to one who was 
universally esteemed, The Provincial 
Government was represented by Pre- 
mier Rutherford and Hon. Messrs. 
Cross and Cushing; Maitland 8. M>- 
Carthy, M. P., Calgary; Micha>l 
Clark, M.P,, Olds, and W. H. White, 
M.P., Vegreville, and Senator Talbot, 
Lacombe, were among the colleagues 
of the deceased in attendance; J. 8. 
Holden, M.P.P., Vegreville; R. f. 
Telford, M.P.P., Leduc; Charles Olin 
M.P.P., Wetaskiwin; George Smith, 
M.P.P., Camrose; Frank Walker, M. 
P.P., Fort Saskatchewan; J. ~ R. 
Boyle, M.P.P.; P. E. Leseard, M.P.P.; 
H. W. McKenney, M.P.P.; were pres 
ent from tbe local legislature; Mayor 
Lee and Commiésioner Butchart re- 
presented the city ot Edmonton, and 
President J. C. Dowsett, Jas, Me- 
George and Mr, Lessard, the Edmon- 
ton Board si Trade. 

The members of the Central Alberta 
Medical association, the Strathcona 
city council, the Strathcona Board ot 
Trade, ‘and the provincial school ex- 
aminers now at work in Edmonton, 
walked in a body. 

The pallbearers were Premier Ruth. 
erford, N. D. Mills, George Thomp- 
son, J. M. Douglas, Arthur G. Baalim 
and J..W. Blaine. The funeral pro- 
cession from the house Knox Presby- 
terian church numbered more thaa 
100 carriages alone and there were 
dundreds of citizens who walked, in 
the funeral proceasion. Durihg 
afternoon all places of baeiness were 
closed and flags at half mast in all 
parts of the city bespoke the general 
sorrow. 

Many Floral Tributes. 

Behind the hearse was a la car- 
riage filled with floral tributes. 
These had come from different partes 
of the constituency and their number 
was limited only by the florists being 
unable to fill the very large number 
of orders that had been given. « 

At the home of the deceased, and 
at the church the brief services were 
conducted by Rev. Dr, McDonald qnd 
Rev. J. M. Millar the new pastor of 
tthe congregation. 

Service in the Church. 

The church was crowded to its ut 
most capacity and the service there 
was a particularly solemn one. Jt 
was begun with the singing of Hymn 
No. 346 ‘The Sands of Time are 
Sinking.” after which Mr. Millar read 
the last words of Jesus to his dis- 
ciples before his departure and Dr. 
McDonald offered an impressive pray- 
er on behalf of the bereaved. 

Rev. Mr. Millar gve a brief but elo- 
quent address: ‘Even a comparative 
stranger,” he said, ‘‘cannot but oe 
sensitive to the feeling of sympathy 
and profound regret that fills this 
whole community at this hour. We 
all hoped it would end differently; 
we all would have wished it other- 
wise, but it is well as it is, for we 
cannot see to the close of life. Some- 
times God assigns a man eighty vr 
seventy or sixty years of life and 
asks him to put his best ideas and 
purposes, and his richest energies in- 
to a long period of yeag. To others, 
as to the friend who has slipped 
away from our earthly vision, 
the call comes to put their best efforts 
for themselves and for humanity into 
much smaller compase, Whether long 
or short the value of life consists in 
the quality of ite faith and ite eer- 
vice, And the brief life is often 
richest in blessed fruits and leaves 
sweetest memories behind. The career 
of the Master of us all closed at thirty- 
three years, but what endless and im- 
perishable results flow from it. Dr. 
McIntyre has passed from our sight 
and it is the hour of a genuine and 
common sorrow,

Russians at Nome. Half of them 
were paupers and were ordered de- 
ported.

ROAD ALLOWANCE 


Council Will Not Oppose the Closing 
of Page Avenue Through the 
Yards of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 


Edmonton city council were in ses- 
sion last night from half-past eight 
till midnight and had but two ques- 
tions before them. One was the pro- 

hosing of the road allowance 
tween sections 17 and 18, compris 
ing the G.T.P, yarde, known as Puce 
avenii®, “and the other was the radial 
railway agreement, a mass of corres- 
péndence which has accumulated 
dufing the past week and a half was 
left untouched. There was a bare 
quorum present, the Mayor and Al 
Terhen anson, Gariepy, Agar and 
Armstrong being the members in at- 
tendance, 

On Monday night the council had 
decided to take no action in consent- 
ing to the closing of Pace avenue, 
but since then D’Arey Tate, solicitor 
of the G.T.P., hae arrived in the city 
and by his representations showed 
that unless the street was closed, the 
company could not get adequate 
shunting room “in their yards and 
would have to move outside the 
bounds of the G.T.P, agreement. 
which provides for the yards within 
three miles of the post office, Mr. 
Tate made out a good case and the 
result was that the council decided to 
grant his request 

There were several lawyers and 
real estate men present, who spoke 
strongly against the closing, but the 
council were of the opinion that their 
action was in the best interests of the 
city. 
y Mr. Tate’s Argument. 

The matter was introduced by Mr. 
Tate, who spoke strongly, asking for 
the closing of the road. The com- 
pany were willing to grant a 33 fort 
strip along the north side of the yards 
instead of this road, The contram 
for the ear shops had been let and 
there would be few property owners 
affected by the closing. He did not 
think the city was co-operating with 
the company, as they had agreed to 
do by the agreement passed several 
yeats ago. 

. Wont’ Pay for Bridges. 

Alderman Gariepy asked would the 
company be ready, in future years, 
to eonstruct overhead bridges at their 
own expense, Mr. Tate replied that 
it would not. The matter would have 
to go to the Railway Commission, 
who would decide equitably. 

H. H. Parlee regretted that 
partner, Mr, Boyle, who had opposed 
the closing of the street, was not pre- 
sent. He did not think that Mr. 
Tate came to the city merely for the 
benefit of the city, as he said the clos- 
ing of the road would be. 

Presents a Petition. 

A. F. Ewing also presented a peti- 
tion signed by 86 property owners, 
asking for the rétention of the street. 

J. ED Wallbridge also spoke along 
the same lines. rank 

Real Estate Opinion. 

H. M. E. Evans said that the ques- 
tion of closing the street had been 
discussed by the Real Estate Ex- 
change and, though theoretically op- 
pe te closing streets, they were of 
the opinion that to close this street 
would be the lesser of two evils, 

S K. Powell objected to the closing 
of the road, It was very easy for 
the company to purchase a clear mile 
between the road allowance if they 
felt, like spending the money. 

Mr. Tate replied that the company 
conld get lots of miles of clear land, 
but theequestion would be, would the 
location be as much in the interests 
ot thes¢ity. If the city refused the 
peFmission the company had no re- 
dress, they would haye to seek an- 
other location for the yards and 
would have to take a location not in 
accordance with the agreement with 
the city. 

J. H. Picard, 8. F. Munson and 
others also spoke briefly on the ques- 
tion. 

Favors Giving Permission, 
Alderman Gariepy said that 
hearing all sides of the case and 
learning that it was a necessity to 
have yards at least one mile long, he 
was in favor of granting the request 
of Mr. Tate that the city do not op- 
pose before the Railway Commission 

the closing of the road, 

Aldermen Armstrong, Agar and 
Manson also apoke along the wame 
lines as Alderman Gariepy, being in 
favor of closing the road as it ap- 
peared to be a necessity for the com- 
pany to have one mile of uninterrupt- 
ed yard room, 

It was agreed, on motion of Alder- 
man Gariepy, seconded by Alderman 
Manson, provided the railway com- 
pany deeds to the city a road allow- 
ance 66 feet wide on the uorth side 
and 33 feet wide on the south and one 
mile lohy at the yards, that the city 
grant the request of the G.T.P, in not 
objecting to the closing of the road, 
but will aseume no damages thereby. 

Radial Agreement. 

The council then went into com- 
mittee on the radial agreement, which 
was considered till midnight and will 
come up again at next meeting of the 
council,

THE RIFLE. 


THE KOLOPORE CUP, 

The cilver trophy, generally known as 
the Kolopore cup, in reality consists of 
twin cups, which are remarkably hand- 
«ome specimens of the silveremith’p art. 
They stand about twenty inches in 
height and are urn shaped, being at the 
broadest part of the bedy ‘about eight 
inches in diameter, On the shoulder of 
each are two lions’ heads, handsomely 
wrought, proceeding from which oneach 
is a delicately worked chain handle, or- 
namented with beaten scales picked out 
with delicately chased lines and  burn- 
ished. The hecks are plain burnished 
silver with chased border lines are clos- 
ed with concentric lids, 

These cups were first offered for com- 
petition in 1871 by Hie Highness the late 
Rajah of Kolopore, after whom the tro- 
phy was named. Up to 1882 the maten 
was shot with the Snider rifle. Then 
till 1896 with the Martini-Henry, and 
next with the Lee Metford and Lee En- 
field. The Canadian team of which 
Sergt. W. H. Youhill ,formerly of Win- 
nipeg, was a member, won it in 1896. 
The Canadiane have won the coveted 
trophy ten times,
